The affalr was a fizzle throaghout, al-
though such a resnlt was not owing to tne vigl-
lance of the police, [t 18 expected that a strong
foroe of these vigilant functionaries will arrive
on the gronnd thisafternoon to arrest the prin-
clpals in this affair, and their seconds.
